The motor and heavy vehicles by-law, 
which is now before the city council, 
will, -whou adopted, put the respou.iibil- 
ity of fast driving on the driver him- 
self, and if any accidenUi occur it will 
be "np to'' Ihe driver to explain. Clause 
4 is the principal one in the by-law, 
stating that no person ^Ifall drive any 
motor vehicle ^vithin the city limits to 
the "connnon danger," and shall slow 
down when turning corners or simrp 
curves. 

No speed limit is set, and the rale at 
which a driver may send his hiir will bo 
governed altogeiher by the district in 
wiiicli he is .driving, ll was pointed mit 
by Aid. Yates that the speed limil for 
<;overiiineiit street would be altogether 
dilTefcnt from wbal it would hi,, in tlie 
suburbs, and the driver will have lo de- 
lerinine when he is rlriving to llie 
■'coiniiion danger.'' This mode of regu- 
lating the Sliced of motor vcdiicles has 
been .adopted in all lli(> larce cilies of 
Ihn ICasi .-ind the OhI Connirv. and no 
speed limit is set, ilie aiiihorilies bein- 
content lo place the respmisibilitv on 
the driver. The by-law provides ' that 
as eoiislanlly as possible the left hand 
shall Iw fcet>t during the passage ihroiigh 
[be streotj!. and particularly when round- 
ing ciirners and when meeting and pass- 
ing any beliiele coming from an opposite 
direetioii. 

Xo ahiini, b(dl. gong, horn, or whistle 
.shall be used ■within the <Mly unless 
previously approved of by the chief of 
I'idiee, .-ind no jicrsoii shall use anv of 
the danu'cr si-iials in a iioisv or offei'isive 
manner or without reasonable and prop- 
el' occasion. 

Krery owner of a motor veliii-le thai 
is useil for hire shall be taxed .<"J.."I1 for 
every six months for each vehiide so 
used; Hill no person holding four 
llepiiHP.« shall he liable at the same time 
for n license for the garage ut which 
the motor vehicle mentioneil in such 
license Li kept. A person with four cars 
will be taxed S10. and a person with 
four or more will he under the same ob- 
ligation.

Deals With Domestic Pioblems 
and Relations With Great 
Britain and Japan 



Wasliingimi, D. C, Dec. 4. — The 
il'i-c^siJeiil of lliii United States cuiii- 
miiniaiteti liis uiiuuul luessaKu to cuu- 
Sfcss today.

The j 
simple, God-given remedies, viz.: Presh |

(ier expert supervision,- and suitable,' 
cheerful surroundings,, have more tlian ; 

11 roved their efficiency. Practically speak- i 
ing, thes^ requisites are obtainable only i 
in a sanitorium. ' ! 

A further navantage connected with ; 
such an institution is that the admis- ■ 
sioii of a patient means the removal of i 
one source of contagion from the general ! 
community; and wlieu, after treatment, j 
such person is returned cured, or other- ' 
wise, to the ranks of the public, he or 
she is an educational centre of first im- , 
portnnce, .because the first principle im- i 
pressed on a patient on entering a sani- 
torium is the care he should exercise in , 
his personal habits; tlie necessity for ; 
clcauliunss, for care in dispo.tal of any- 
thing a^iout him which would spread, or 
even be likely to spread, contagion; in a 
word, he is persistently taught to movo 
and live so that no other liuman being 
shall bo likely, in the remotest sense, to 
suffer on account of any thoughtlessness 
on his part in the care of himself. Such i 
a person, when discliarged from the iu-r i 
stitution is, by his training in the sanir 
torium, not only impressed with the nec- 
essity for continuing such caution, ljut, 
because or his knowledge so gained, be-' 
comes in his family and general sur- , 
roundings an educational iniluence infin< 
itely more effective than all the literar ! 
lure and arguments of physicians and 
authorities on the subject. 

The conditions as to consumption are 
not only fully understood, but are well 
recogniKod, and it is now an accepted 
fact that consumption is preventable and 
may be cured, or its course arrested. ; 
That beini^ so, inaction is, to say tho j 
least, criminal. It is our duty to endeav- 
or, in any ca.^ie, to stem the progress of 
this sacrifice of liumaii beings.
